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DAY CARE CENTER 
CONTINUES ENROLLMENT 


Thanks to the support of many of our cast members, we 
are now very close to reaching our minimum pre- 
enrollment goal and Gerber has agreed to continue with 
our negotiations so a final contract may be signed and 
construction begin in the very near future. 

Present indications are that we will have a Day Care 
Center for Walt Disney World cast members. However, 
we do not know exactly what hours the Center will be 
open, what programs will be offered (Pre-School, Tod- 
dler, Kindergarten, etc.) or what the weekly tuition fee for 
each of these programs will be, for the following reasons. 

As you will recall, Gerber tentatively agreed to a 
weekly tuition fee of $25 for a five-day week. That prop- 
osed fee was based on the Center being open from 7 a.m. 
to 7 p.m. for pre-school children only (2 1/2 to 6 years old). 
After the results of the Day Care Center Survey were 
compiled, Gerber agreed to consider expanding the 
operating hours, if possible, and also agreed to consider 
providing a Toddler Program for an additional fee, pro- 
vided there was sufficient interest. 

Whether or not Gerber will be able to offer the Pre- 
School Program at $25 per week, as originally proposed, 
depends entirely on whether or not enough pre-school 
children are enrolled for the 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. time period 
to make it economically feasible for them to provide day 
care at this fee. For this reason, we will continue to pre- 
enroll children in the Center. 





Our goal is to be able to accommodate all cast mem- 
bers who have a need for day care, Butitis important that 
we help Gerber meet their enrollment requirements so 
they can operate the Center economically and at a sav- 
ings to you, while at the same time meeting the needs of 
as many of our cast members as possible.

The 
First Aid Department staffs five of- 
fices throughout the property: Cen- 
tral First Aid, behind the Crystal 
Palace; TTC First Aid (West Gate); 
Contemporary First Aid, in Cabana 
13; River Country First Aid, and 
Lake Buena Vista First Aid, near the 
Pottery Chalet in Walt Disney World 
Village. 

The First Aid cast is composed of 22 
nurses, 4 corpsmen, an X-ray techni- 
cian, a clerk, a secretary, 2 assistant 
supervisors and one supervisor. 

The First Aid locations are pro- 
vided for your health and safety. 
Every on-the-job injury or illness 
should be reported to your super- 
visor and First Aid. Also, if you've 
missed more than 5 days of work due 
to injury or illness, be sure to go to 
First Aid (Central First Aid of Work- 
man’s Compensation cases, heart, 
surgery, etc.) to receive clearance to 
return to work. You'll need to present 
a note from your personal physician 
stating your fitness for work.
